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NEW  MARKET  SQUARE  /MASSACHUSETTS  AVENUE  CARD 


1.  RATIONALE  FOR  DESIGNATING  THE  CARD 

The  New  Market  Square  Commercial  Area  is  a  small  commercial  Node  on 
Massachusetts  Avenue.   The  area  currently  provides  services  to  the  nearby  New 
Market  Industrial  Area. 

Historically,  Massachusetts  Avenue  from  South  Hampton  Street  to  New  Market 
Square  has  been  an  industrial  area  consisting  primarily  of  warehouses,  freight 
terminals  and  distributors.  The  New  Market  Square  Industrial  Area  consists  of 
wholesale  commercial  enterprises,  and  food  distributors. 

While  the  adjacent  industrial  area  has  remained  vital,  the  uses  along 
Massachusetts  Avenue  have  deteriorated.   A  major  building,  the  Old  Mr.  Boston 
Building,  at  1010  Massachusetts  Avenue,  has  been  substantially  vacant  for 
sometime.   CARD  designation  for  the  New  Market  Square  area  would  enable  the 
developers  to  rehabilitate  this  property  for  commercial  uses. 

In  general,  the  New  Market  Square  Commercial  Area  is  in  the  midst  of 
general  decline.   Of  the  buildings  in  the  Area,  fifty  percent  are  in  fair 
condition  and  sixteen  percent  are  in  poor  condition.   Most  need  either  minor 
or  major  rehabilitation. 

2.  PLAN  OBJECTIVES 

The  New  Market  Square/Massachusetts  Avenue  CARD  is  designed  to  assist 
commercial  development  and  revitalization  of  existing  commercial  enterprises 
and  to  attract  new  commercial  uses  to  the  area. 

Specifically,  the  objectives  of  the  CARD  are  to: 

a.  Encourage  commercial  development  in  the  New  Market  Square  Area. 

b.  Attract  new  commercial  activity  to  Massachusetts  Avenue. 

c.  Eliminate  blighted  conditions  in  the  CARD  which  are  characterized  by 
vacant  or  underutilized  and  deteriorating  buildings. 

d.  Create  new  jobs  for  city  residents  with  specific  emphasis  on  recruiting 
residents  from  the  adjacent  Dorchester  and  South  End  communities. 

e.  Strengthen  the  existing  commercial  establishment  through  the 
revitalization  of  surrounding  businesses. 

f.  Promote  economically  viable  development  projects  which  are  consistent 
with  the  character  of  the  area. 

g.  Foster  a  climate  of  cooperation  between  the  City,  local  businesses, 
private  developers  and  area  residents. 
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CARD  BOUNDARIES 

A.  RATIONALE  FOR  DISTRICT  BOUNDARIES 

The  boundaries  of  the  New  Market  Square/Massachusetts 
Avenue  CARD  follow  the  natural  lines  of  commercial 
development  along  Massachusetts  Avenue.   In  this  area  of 
Massachusetts  Avenue,  the  boundaries  have  been  drawn  to 
distinguish  as  clearly  as  possible,  the  business  district 
from  the  surrounding  industrial  area.   The  CARD  boundaries 
outline  commercial  uses  and  exclude  industrial  parcels 
wherever  possible.   However,  parcels  which,  now  or  will  in 
the  future  house  commercial  and  industrial  uses  are 
included. 

B.  BOUNDARIES  OF  THE  NEW  MARKET  SQUARE/MASSACHUSETTS  AVENUE  CARD 

The  boundaries  of  the  New  Market  Square/Massachusetts 
Avenue  CARD,  shown  on  Map  2,  are  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  a  point  at  the  southeasterly  sideline  of  1000 
Massachusetts  Avenue; 

thence  running  in  a  southeasterly  direction  along  the 
easterly  border  of  Massachusetts  Avenue  to  the  intersection 
of  said  border  with  the  Northerly  property  line  of  1010 
Massachusetts  Avenue; 

thence  turning  and  running  along  the  northerly  property 
line  of  number  1010  Massachusetts  Avenue  to  the 
intersection  of  said  property  line  with  the  easterly 
property  line  of  said  property; 

thence  turning  and  running  in  a  southeasterly  direction 
along  the  easterly  property  line  of  1010  Massachusetts 
Avenue  to  the  intersection  of  the  extended  property  line  of 
said  property  with  the  southeasterly  sideline  of  New  Market 
Square; 

thence  turning  and  running  in  a  southwesterly  direction 
along  the  extended  southeasterly  sideline  of  New  Market 
Square  to  the  intersection  of  said  property  line  with  the 
southwesterly  property  line  of  1071  Massachusetts  Avenue; 

thence  turning  and  running  in  a  northwesterly  direction 
along  the  southwesterly  sideline  of  1071  Massachusetts 
Avenue  to  the  intersection  of  said  sideline  with  the  south 
easterly  sideline  of  Shetland  Street; 

thence  turning  and  running  in  a  northeasterly  direction 
along  the  southeasterly  sideline  of  Shetland  Street  to  the 
intersection  of  said  sideline  with  the  westerly  sideline  of 
Massachusetts  Avenue; 
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thence  turning  and  running  in  a  northwesterly  direction 
along  the  westerly  sideline  of  Massachusetts  Avenue  to  the 
intersection  of  said  sideline  with  the  southeasterly 
sideline  of  Napa  Street; 

thence  turning  and  running  in  a  southwesterly  direction 
along  the  southerly  sideline  of  Napa  street  to  the 
intersection  of  said  sideline  with  the  westerly  sideline  of 
Napa  Street; 

thence  turning  and  running  in  a  northwesterly  direction 
along  the  westerly  sideline  of  Napa  Street  to  the 
intersection  of  said  sideline  with  the  northerly  property 
line  of  Proctor  Street; 

thence  turning  and  running  in  a  southwesterly  direction 
along  said  property  line  to  the  intersection  of  said 
property  line  with  the  easterly  property  line  of  25  Proctor 
Street; 

thence  turning  and  running  in  a  northwesterly  direction 
along  the  easterly  property  line  to  the  intersection  of 
said  sideline  with  the  southerly  property  of  Magazine 
Street; 

thence  turning  and  running  in  a  northeasterly  direction 
along  the  southerly  sideline  of  Magazine  Street  to  the 
intersection  of  said  sideline  with  the  extended  westerly 
property  line  of  1003  Massachusetts  Avenue; 

thence  turning  and  running  in  a  northwesterly  direction 
along  the  westerly  property  line  of  1003  Massachusetts 
Avenue  to  the  intersection  of  said  property  line  with  the 
southerly  property  line  of  991  Massachusetts  Avenue; 

thence  turning  and  running  in  a  easterly  direction  along 
the  northerly  border  of  1003  Massachusetts  Avenue  to  the 
intersection  of  said  sideline  with  the  westerly  sideline  of 
Massachusetts  Avenue; 

thence  turning  and  running  in  a  northeasterly  direction  to 
the  point  of  beginning. 


4.   LAND  USE  AND  ZONING 


A.   LAND  USE  MAP  (See  Map  3) 


EXISTING  LAND  USE 


As  shown  on  Map  3,  the  proposed  New  Market 
Square/Massachusetts  Avenue  CARD  is  predominantly 
commercial  in  nature.   Exlcuding  public  streets,  the  gross 
area  of  the  CARD  is  7.07  acres  or  306,641  square  feet. 
Approximately  67.7%  of  this  area  is  presently  occupied  by 
or  is  vacant  commercial  space  and  18.6%  is  occupied  by 
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industrial  uses.   The  industrial  space,  57,000  square  feet, 
is  located  on  the  first  floor  of  the  six  story  building  at 
1010  Massachusetts  Avenue.   The  remaining  41,926  square 
feet  in  the  CARD,  consists  of  a  vacant  lot  which  will 
become  a  parking  lot  to  support  the  rehabilitated 
commercial  space  in  1010  Massachusetts  Avenue.

ZONING 


The  City  of  Boston  zoning  code  is  a  pyramidal  structure  of 
zones  with  each  zone  less  restrictive  than  the  previous 
one.   Thus  residential  zones  "S"  and  "R"  are  the  most 
restrictive  and  Industrial  Zones  the  least  restrictive. 

As  shown  on  Map  4,  the  proposed  New  Market 

Square/Massachusetts  Avenue  CARD  is  zoned  1-2.   Commercial, 
manufacturing  and  industrial  uses  ax.e  allowed  within  an  1-2 
zone.   Thus  Board  of  Appeal  action  to  approve  commercial 
uses  within  the  CARD  is  not  necessary. 

A  maximum  floor  to  area  ratio  of  2  is  allowed  in  this 
zone.   The  proposed  use  of  1010  Massachusetts  Avenue  is  in 
conformance  with  the  F.A.R.  requirements. 


PLAN  STRATEGY 

A/D.   PUBLIC  IMPROVEMENTS  AND  LOCAL  FINANCIAL  COMMITMENT 

The  Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Commission,  recently  replaced 
antiquated  water  pipes  on  Massachusetts  Avenue  near  Clapp 
Street  at  a  cost  of  $130,000.   The  City  also  converted  some 
lighting  on  Massachusetts  Avenue  to  Sodium  Vapor  Lamps. 

The  Neighborhood  Development  and  Employment  Agency  (NDEA) 
also  has  a  number  of  CDBG-funded  activities  which  can  be 
used  to  assist  commercial  development  in  the  CARD.   NDEA 
has  a  staff  Marketing  Specialist  who  will  work  with  local 
CDC's  and  businesses  to  attract  firms  to  appropriate  sites 
within  the  CARD.   NDEA  also  funds  a  program  entitled  the 
Economic  Development  Assistance  Program  (EDAP) .   EDAP 
provides  flexible  loans  to  fill  financial  gaps  in 
commercial  development  projects,  and  will  be  available  to 
potential  projects  within  the  CARD. 

B/C.   USE  OF  DEVELOPMENT  INCENTIVES  AND  GENERAL  CHARACTER  OF 
DEVELOPMENT 

At  the  present  time,  there  is  one  project  which  will  be 
undertaken  immediately  upon  designation  of  this  area  as  a 
CARD. 

Local  Developers  have  a  signed  Purchase  and  Sales  Agreement 
for  1010  Massachusetts  Avenue.   This  six  story  property  is 
partially  occupied  with  37,000  square  feet  of  industrial 
use  on  the  first  floor.   The  building  is  the  largest  in  the 
proposed  CARD  and  accounts  for  62.6%  of  the  CARD.   Vacant 
commercial  space  accounts  for  70%  of  the  building. 


The  Developers  plan  to  rehabilitate  135,000  square  feet  of 
the  building  for  commercial  use,  thus  creating  Ten  Ten 
Technology  Park.   The  developers  will  lease  to  15-20 
commercial  tenants.   The  envisioned  uses  are:  computer 
software  companies,  training  and  educational  facilities  for 
128/495  High  Tech  companies,  and  supplemental  office  space 
for  neighboring  medical  schools  and  hospitals.   The  total 
cost  of  this  project  is  estimated  at  $7, 000, 000. 

The  successful  development  of  Ten  Ten  Technology  Park  could 
stimulate  the  development  of  additional  commercial  use 
within  the  proposed  CARD. 

E.  COMPATABILITY  WITH  DOWNTOWN  DEVELOPMENT 

The  designation  of  a  CARD  in  New  Market  Square  along 
Massachusetts  Avenue  does  not  affect  the  revitalization  of 
Boston's  downtown. 

F.  LAND  USE  AND  DESIGN  CONTROLS 

Any  proposed  commercial  activity  within  the  proposed  New 
Market  Square/Massachusetts  Avenue  CARD  will  be  located 
within  an  1-2  zone  and  is  allowed  under  existing  zoning. 
Design  controls  will  be  provided  by  the  Neighborhood 
Development  and  Employment  Agency  when  reviewing  materials 
submitted  under  Section  1.2. 

G.  Conformance  with  Other  Local  Plans 

The  City  of  Boston  does  not  have  a  current  Master  Plan. 
However,  the  proposed  New  Market  Square/Massachusetts 
Avenue  CARD,  conforms  to  the  General  Plan  for  the  City  of 
Boston,  1965-1975.   Although  not  specifically  identified  in 
the  "Plan,"  this  area  is  identified  on  the  proposed  land 
use  map  as  an  industrial  area.   As  noted  above  commercial 
development  is  allowed  within  industrial  areas. 

H.   COMMUNITY  PARTICIPATION  PROVISIONS 

1.    Participation  in  the  development  of  the  CARD  plan 

The  proposed  CARD  is  located  between  the  South  End  and 
Uphams  Corner  neighborhood.   Therefore,  community 
groups  from  both  neighborhoods  will  be  notified  of  a 
meeting  to  discuss  the  proposed  CARD.   The  New  Market 
Square  Business  Association  will  also  be  so  notified 
as  will  business  groups  from  the  South  End  and 
Dorchester. 

A  formal  public  hearing  will  be  held  in  the  area. 
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Participation  in  the  Implementation  of  the  CARD  Plan 

In  order  to  be  eligible  for  any  present  or  future 
development  incentives  that  would  not  otherwise  be 
available,  except  in  a  Commercial  Area  Revitalization 
District,  any  developer  of  a  proposed  project  in  the 
New  Market  Square/Massachusetts  Avenue  CARD  must 
secure  certification  from  both  the  Director  of  the 
NDEA  and  the  Director  of  the  BRA  that  the  proposed 
project  is  located  within  the  New  Market 
Square/Massachusetts  Avenue  CARD  and  meets  the 
objectives  of  the  CARD  Plan. 

Before  granting  the  above  certification,  the  NDEA 
requires  the  submission  of  certain  project-related 
information  for  review  and  approval.   The  nature  and 
type  of  this  required  project-related  information  is 
outlined  in  Section  1.2.  of  the  CARD  Plan. 

Prior  to  project  certification  by  the  Directors  of 
both  the  NDEA  and  BRA,  the  NDEA  District  Manager  will 
arrange  at  least  one  community  meeting  to  discuss  the 
proposed  project.   The  District  Manager  will  be 
responsible  for  notifying  the  appropriate  community 
groups,  local  businessmen  and  interested  individuals 
about  the  meeting,  and  will  seek  to  gain  their 
participation.   The  results  of  the  meetings  will  be 
reported  to  the  Deputy  Director  of  the  Development 
Division  of  the  NDEA. 

The  citizen  participation  provisions  that  are  part  of 
the  NDEA  project  approval  process  may  also  be  extended 
beyond  the  NDEA  certification  stage,  depending  on  the 
CARD  development  incentives  sought  by  the  developer  of 
a  given  project. 

Any  tax  exempt  revenue  bond  financing  proposal  for  a 
commercial  project  in  the  New  Market 

Square/Massachusetts  Avenue  CARD  must  be  approved  by 
the  Boston  Industrial  Financing  Authority  (IDFA)  at  a 
regularly  scheduled  public  meeting  of  IDFA. 

The  public  purpose  of  such  bond  issues  must  also  be 
approved  by  the  Boston  City  Council.   This  approval 
process  includes  a  public  hearing  before  the 
Neighborhood  Development  Committee  and  a  vote  of  the 
full  City  Council  at  a  scheduled  Council  meeting  that 
is  open  to  the  public. 

Any  application  for  mortgage  insurance  through  the 
Massachusetts  Industrial  Finance  Agency  or  for  bond 
financing  for  a  predominantly  housing  development  in 
the  New  Market  Square/Massachusetts  Avenue  CARD  must 
be  approved  at  a  regularly  scheduled  meeting  of  MIFA. 
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The  NDEA  has  informed  Boston  area  banks  and  business 
groups  about  CARD  areas  and  incentives  available 
through  "The  Boston  Guide  to  Development".   This 
brochure  has  been  widely  distributed  throughout  the 
Boston  area  and  contains  detailed  information  about 
CARD  designation  and  incentives.   Local  businessmen 
will  be  informed  about  the  incentives  at  the  public 
meeting  held  to  discuss  the  CARD  plan. 

I.   Local  Implementing  Agency  and  Submission  Requirements 

1.  NDEA  Description 

The  implementing  agency  for  the  New  Market 
Square/Massachusetts  Avenue  CARD  is  the  Neighborhood 
Development  and  Employment  Agency. 

The  NDEA  is  the  City's  planning  and  development  agency 
for  neighborhoods  outside  the  downtown  core.   The  NDEA 
is  the  designated  City  agency  responsible  for 
allocating  Community  Development  Block  Grant  Funds  - 
Boston's  largest,  single  federal  assistance  program 
currently  amounting  to  $26  Million  annually. 

In  addition,  the  NDEA  coordinates  the  City's  capital 
improvement  program  and  makes  available  a  number  of 
loan  and  grant  programs  for  commercial  and  residential 
development. 

The  NDEA's  Commercial  Development  program  has  targeted 
numerous  neighborhood  business  districts  for 
comprehensive  revitalization.   Extensive  capital 
improvements,  security  patrols,  design  assistance  and 
financial  incentives  for  commercial  investment  are 
being  made  available.   The  NDEA's  Commercial 
Development  Bank  provides  for  long-term, 
reduced-interest  rate  financing  under  agreements 
between  the  NDEA  and  several  Boston  lenders.   This 
financing  is  available  in  the  target  areas  and  other 
selected  commercial  centers  throughout  the  City. 

In  order  to  carry  out  its  various  functions,  the  NDEA 
maintains  a  permanent  staff  with  expertise  in 
planning,  development,  loan  packaging,  urban  design, 
landscape  architecture,  law,  real  estate  and  other 
disciplines. 

2.  Project  Certification  and  Submission  Requirements 

In  order  to  be  eligible  for  any  present  or  future 
development  incentives  that  would  not  otherwise  be 
available  except  in  the  New  Market 

Square/Massachusetts  Avenue  CARD,  any  developer  of  a 
proposed  project  in  the  New  Market 
Square/Massachusetts  Avenue  CARD  must  secure  written 
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certification  from  both  the  Director  of  the 
Neighborhood  Development  and  Employment  Agency  and  the 
Director  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  that 
the  proposed  project: 

a.  is  located  within  the  boundaries  of  the  approved 
New  Market  Square  CARD;  and 

b.  is  in  conformance  with  the  objectives  of  the 
approved  New  Market  Square/Massachusetts  Avenue 
CARD  Plan. 

In  order  to  ensure  that  a  proposed  development  in  the 
New  Market  Square  CARD  meets  the  above  project 
certification  criteria,  the  developer  of  the  project 
shall  submit  the  following  materials  to  the  Deputy 
Director  of  the  Development  Division  of  the  NDEA  and 
the  Director  of  the  BRA  for  review  and  project 
certification: 

a.  Site  plans  showing  the  Project  Area  and  the 
approximate  location  of  structures,  circulation, 
parking,  landscaping  and  the  facilities  to  be 
constructed. 

b.  Drawings  showing  the  buildings  and  other 
improvements  to  constructed  in  a  form  adequate  to 
show  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  project, 
including  elevations,  floor  plans,  and  sections. 

c.  Outline  Specifications  showing  generally  the 
character  and  quality  of  the  construction  to  be 
employed. 

d.  A  statement  of  all  permissions  which  will  be 
required  for  the  project  to  deviate  from  zoning, 
building,  health  and  fire  laws,  codes,  ordinances 
and  regulations  in  effect  in  Boston. 

1.  A  statement  of  the  deviation  required  from  the 
State  Building  Code  and  the  anticipated  date  these 
deviations  will  be  approved. 

2.  If  deviations  are  required  from  the  Boston 
Zoning  Code,  the  request  shall  have  a   comparison 
of  what  the  Code  requires  and  what  the  Project 
will  provide. 

e.  A  pro  forma  financial  statement  outlining 
construction  costs,  financing  costs,  amortization 
schedules,  projected  rents,  etc.  and  showing  the 
developer's  ability  to  carry  out  the  proposed 
project.

WHEREAS,  in  accordance  with  Chapter  40D  and  23B,  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  acting  by  and  through  the 
Secretary  of  Communities  and  Development,  may  approve  Commercial  Area 
Revitalization  District  Plans  (herein  referred  to  as  CARD  Plans);  and 

WHEREAS,  such  approval  is  a  precondition  for  the  use  of  various  state 
financial  incentives  for  commercial  development  that  would  be  in  the 
public  interest  of  the  citizens  of  Boston;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  redevelopment  of  New  Market  Square/Massachusetts  Avenue 
CARD,  the  boundaries  of  which  are  described  in  Section  3.2  of  the  CARD 
Plan,  would  forward  the  community  development  objectives  of  the  City  of 
Boston  and  would  result  in  physical  redevelopment  of  said  District  and 
the  creation  of  employment  opportunities  of  a  character  consistent  with 
that  contemplated  by  the  above-cited  statutes: 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  ORDERED  BY  THE  BOSTON  CITY  COUNCIL: 

1.  That  The  New  Market  Square/Massachusetts  Avenue  Commercial  Area 
Revitalization  District  (herein  referred  to  as  the  CARD)  is  a 
predominantly  commercial  geographic  area; 

2.  That  implementation  of  the  proposed  CARD  Plan  will  serve  to  avert 
and  reverse  the  decay  of  the  area  covered  by  the  Plan  and  will 
help  deter  the  movement  of  commercial  enterprises  into  previously 
non-commercial  areas;  and 

3.  That  New  Market  Square  CARD  be  hereby  approved  and  that  said  Plan 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  Communities  and 
Development  for  approval.
